THE CENTRE. 


TEACHERS: First TERM—MuIss May CRAFTS. SECOND AND 
THIRD TERMS—MuIss JANE A. DAVEY. 


Miss Crafts is a graduate of the Putnam School and also of 
the Normal School, Salem. Although Miss C. is a fine scholar 
and was faithful in the school room, the success of the term 
was not as great as the board expected. ‘The teacher, evident- 
ly, did not have the entire co-operation of all the parents, and 
this with some other causes. for which she was not responsible, 
prevented the full success of the term. Some of the pupils 
made excellent improvement, and Miss Crafts has no reason to 
blush, in view of the work she did and the influence she exert- 
ed over her scholars. Miss Davey, who taught the last two 
terms is a graduate of the Normal School in Framingham, and 
had taught before. She found in this school what exists in 
many of our public schools, a desire for too many classes. But 
she did the best she could under the circumstances, and was 
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successful in her work during the two terms. Her scholars be- 
came strongly attached to her and were happy to be under her 
full control. In the inspection of the school the board were 
pleased with the bearing of the teacher, the conduct and _ reci- 
tations of the pupils and the general order of the school room. 
The work done during the two terms was highly satisfactory. 
It is but just to her to say that we regard Miss Davey as a thor- 
ough scholar, a good disciplinarian and a successful teacher. 


UPPER VILLAGE. — 


TEACHERS: First TERM—Mtss Lizzie E. Tuck. SECOND AND 
THIRD TERMS—MiIss FANNIE B. EATON. 


Miss Tuck is a good scholar, and was anxious to do all in 
her power for the benefit of her pupils. Her general influence 
in the school room was excellent, and she soon secured the 
good will of her scholars. Some, although so young, made 
good improvement in penmanship. Three attended to draw- 
ing. It seemed, however, to the committee that the discipline 
might have been improved. Miss Tuck was succeeded by 
Miss Eaton. who taught the last two terms. Miss E. never 
taught before, but entered upon her work with commendable 
zeal. ‘The pupils in general made good improvement. 
Among those who excelled in any branch was the class in 
physiology. Although a new study to them, they took a deep 
interest in it, as their prompt answers in recitation showed. 
One of the youngest boys in the last term was one of the best 
behaved. At his last examination the chairman of the board 
felt that both teacher and scholars had been blest in their 
labors. 

THE PEAK. 
TEACHER, Miss Mattie M. FLiint. 


Miss Flint had never taught before. and modestly entered 
upon her labors conscious of the responsible position she had 
assumed. Mild in her bearing, and gentle and kind in her 
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words, her influence over her scholars was good. There was 
an element in the school that needed a fine discipline.  Dur- 
ing the three terms. commendable progress was made. The 
class in history did well. Oral instruction was given in physi- 
ology. In penmanship, we were pleased with the general neat- 
ness of the writing books, and improvement made by the pen. 

Of their age, some of our best readers we found in this 
school. Miss Flint has cause for gratitude for the success she 
has realized. 


More instruction has been given in physiology than usual, the 
past year, especially with reference to the effects of alcohol and 
narcotics on the human system. We found that even children 
could be much interested in the study. We have had but little 
singing in our schools. Music is needed in the school room.. 
Its influence upon the scholars is good. Many of our teachers 
cannot have the benefit of a professional training in our state 
normal schools. Such especially, we think, and indeed all 
others, should attend from time to time a good teachers’ insti- 
tute. 

The Board of Education are happy to say that all meetings 
have been pleasant, and our discussions and deliberations, har- 
monious. We feel that. in general we have had the sympathy 
and cooperation of parents and teachers, and the citizens 
of the town. A good work in all our schools has been accom- 
plished, and we think that seldom, if ever, has the cause of 
education been more prosperous than now. We are happy to 
notice here the past and present prosperity of the Barnard 
School under its present popular principal. Miss Everette.

Dear Sir :— 


I have carefully considered your questions in connection 
with copies of the record of the orginal laying out and discon- 
tinuance of the highway which you have furnished, and will 
answer them in their order. 


First. ‘The original record shows a laying out of the high- 
way by the Selectmen of the town, assisted by a committee 
chosen by the town. This was not a conveyance by the town 
of that part of the land which the town owned, over which the 
road was laid out, or a purchase by the town of that part of 
the land which belonged to other persons. The land described 
in the return was made subject to the right of the public to 
use it as a highway, but the title to the land remained un- 
changed. It was simply made subject to this encumbrance, 
and when this encumbrance was legally removed, the persons 
who now have the title of the original owners of the land coy- 
ered by the highway, would hold the land free from the en- 
cumbrance. ‘The parties, who now hold a lease from the town 
of the parsonage, would I think hold so much of the parsonage 
land as the road covered. during their lease the same as they > 
hold the land. which was not encumbered by a highway, when 
they took their lease. 


SeconD. I think the vote of the. town was a legal discon- 
tinuance of the highway. The town had power to discontinue 
it, and, I see no objection to the form of the article in the 
warrant, or the vote. 
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Turrb. If I am correct in my answer to the second ques- 
tion, the highway can be legally reopened only by laying it 
out anew. ‘The public have lost their right of way by the dis- 
continuance, and the damages sustained by each owner of 
_land taken for the highway, would have to be assessed and 
paid. The actual condition of the land and surroundings 
would be a proper element of consideration in assessing the 
damages. 

FourTH. ‘The statute, chapter 71, sect. 4, provides, -‘that 
the damages sustained by any person by the discontinuance of 
a highway by vote of the town, may be assessed on petition 
therefor to the Supreme Court,” but I think that the right to 
claim damages in this case, is lost by the lapse of time. The 
discontinuance occurred March, 1873, and I think the claim 
for damages must be made in a reasonable time, and that an 
unreasonable time has elapsed, since the discontinuance, and 
no damages could now be claimed. 

FirrH. The town should do everything possible to give 
the public to understand that the road discontinued is no 
longer a public highway. If the entrance to it can be closed. 
without any trespass, this should be done. If this cannot be 
done, notices should be put up, and kept up, so that the pub- 
lic will be fully informed that the road is not public. If the 
town allow the public to continue to use it, as a public high- 
way, without giving notice, as it was once a public highway, I 
have no doubt it would be liableif a traveler should suffer 
damage. |

g. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
reparing highways and bridges ; to see how the town will have

16. To see if the town will vote to sell the iron gate and the 
stones inclosing the pound or such a part thereof as may be 
deemed expedient. 
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17. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for 
a term of ten years any corporation, or business included with- 
in the provisions of Chapter 53, Section ro, General Laws of 
New Hampshire. 


18. To see if the town will purchase for each resident tax- 
payer a map of the original grant of South Hampton and _ its 
present boundaries, and make an appropriation “for the same a 
sum of money not exceeding fifteen dollars. 


1g. To see if the town will designate names for its streets 
within its border.
